Plan to force Marines, 
Army to shrink active 
duty troop numbers 

Washington 

The Pentagon will have to cut 
spending by $78 billion over the 
next five years. Defense Secre- 
tary Robert M. Gates said Thurs- 
day, forcing the Army and Marine 
Corps to shrink the number of 
troops on active duty and eventu- 
ally imposing the first freeze on 
military spending since the Sept. 
11, 2001, attacks. 

The surprise announcement 
from Gates was a reminder for the 
military establishment — which 
has benefited from a gusher of 
new money over the past decade 
— that it will not remain exempt 
from painful austerity measures 
that federal lawmakers say will 
be necessary to control the soar- 
ing national debt. 

In a news conference to 
announce what he described as 
efficiency measures. Gates said he 
hopes that “what had been a culture 
of endless money ... will become a 


culture of savings and restraint” 
at the Defense Department. 

At a time of “extreme fiscal 
duress,” he said, “every dollar spent 
on excess overhead or unneeded 


programs ... is a dollar not avail- 
able to support our troops” or to 
deal with future threats. 

“We must come to realize that 
not every defense program is nec-

fees, and accept billions of dollars 
from Congress. That’s been the for- 
mula for states trying to survive the 
worst economy since the 1930s. As 
Republicans prepare to take control 
of the House and exert more influ- 
ence in the Senate, it’s clear that op- 
tion No. 3 will soon wither. States will 
continue to face substantial deficits 
over the next few years, but they will 
have to get by with the end of stimu- 
lus spending and less financial help 
from the federal government, (ap) 


essary, not every defense dollar is 
sacred or well spent, and more of 
everything is simply not sustain- 
able,” Gates said. 

In response to questions, he 
emphasized that the $78 billion 
reduction over the next five years 
actually represents a “decline in the 
rate of growth,” since the Pentagon 
budget will grow “in absolute dol- 
lars” every year. “The focus here is 
on a reduction in the rate of growth 
as opposed to absolute cuts,” he

Autism Study a ‘Fraud’ 


Vaccine link research 
discredited, but will 
views be changed? 

Atlanta 

This week more shame was heaped 
upon the discredited British 
researcher whose work gave rise 
to the childhood-vaccines-cause- 
autism movement, as a prominent 
medical journal published a report 
that the man had faked his data. 

But will it make a difference? 

Some believe the latest news 
will finally destroy the reputa- 
tion of researcher Andrew Wake- 
field and put an end to the claim 
of scientific underpinnings for 
the anti-vaccine movement. “We 
hope that declaring the paper 
a fraud will close that door for 
good,” wrote the journal BMJ this 


Backstory 

Andrew Wake- 
field made interna- 
tional waves after 
the publication in 
1998 in the Lan- 
cet, a prestigious 
medical journal, that he and his col- 
leagues had linked the measles- 
mumps-rubella vaccine with autism 
in most of a dozen children they had 
studied. It was a small series of ob- 
servations, wrapped in a hypothesis 
— not even a full medical study. But 
it exploded in the media, prompting 
a wave of parental concerns in Eng- 
land and the United States, (ap)

“This scared people, and it’s 
hard to unscare them,” said Dr.

We under- 
stand the cause of autism,’ they 
may never be assured,” said Offit, 
who has written books criticizing 
the anti-vaccine movement. 

Immunization rates in Britain 
dropped from 92 percent to 73 per- 
cent. The effect was not nearly as 
dramatic in the United States, but 
researchers have estimated that 
as many as 125,000 U.S. children 
born in the late 1990s did not get 
the MMR vaccine because of the

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Pakistan to Undo Gas Price Hikes 


To recoup stability, 
coalition yields to an 
opposition demand 

Islamabad 

Reeling from the loss of key coali- 
tion partners and the assassina- 
tion of a ruling party governor, the 
Pakistani government capitulat- 
ed to the opposition Thursday by 
announcing that it will reverse a 
recent fuel price increase. 

The decision signaled the weak- 
ened position of the besieged gov- 
ernment led by President Asif Ali 
Zardari’s Pakistan People’s Party, 
which has been squeezed by threats 


by opposition parties to force its 
collapse. Though the move amount- 
ed to a possible lifeline for the gov- 
ernment, it was just one of several 
demands made by opponents. 

Prime Minister Yousuf Raza 
Gilani said the 9 percent price 
increase that took effect Jan. 1 
would be withdrawn immedi- 
ately — a decision lauded by the 
opposition. 

“It was a difficult task, an 
impossible one,” Gilani told parlia- 
ment after a meeting with its main 
factions. “But your consultation and 
consensus made it possible.” 

The main opposition party, for- 
mer prime minister Nawaz Sharif s 
Pakistan Muslim League-N, said on

A new study concludes that women’s tears often reduce men’s sexual arousal 


The Study 

The Rules of Attraction 

In the study, the researchers collected tears from women and 
also trickled saline solution down their cheeks for the “con- 
trol" substance. A group of men were then exposed to the 
two liquids by sniffing them in vials and, for some of the exper- 
iments, by having a small pad soaked with the liquid taped 
between the nostrils and the upper lip. The men were unable to 
distinguish the liquids. But their physiological states, and to 
some extent their thoughts, changed depending on whether 
the liquid was tears or saline. For example, when presented 
with emotionally ambiguous pictures of women's faces, 17 of 
24 men in the experiment found the faces to be less sexually 
attractive after sniffing tears than after sniffing saline, (twp)

Tears mean a lot of things in the drama 
of human interaction. They telegraph 
heartbreak, hopelessness, anger, frus- 
tration, elation and relief They express 
mood — and can alter behavior — in an 
instant. But it turns out there might be 
more to know about tears, which his- 
torically have interested poets more 
than scientists. 

A team of Israeli researchers believes 
that tears, in addition to everything 
else they convey, send a sexual mes- 
sage that can be summarized as: “Now's 
not a good time.” In a study published 
online Thursday by the journal Science, 
the researchers report that men who 
sniff tears cried by sad women experi- 
ence a temporary decline in both sex- 
ual arousal and circulating testoster- 
one, a hormone tied to libido. 

“We’ve identified that there is a 
chemo-signal in human tears,” said 
Noam Sobel, the researcher at the Weiz- 
mann Institute of Science who head- 
ed the study. 

Only women’s tears have been stud- 
ied so far, but the researchers suspect 
men’s tears, and possibly children’s, 
also contain chemical signals. They 


are eager to find out what messages 
those tears may convey. 

The new study places human tears 
in a raunchier family of fluids that 
includes urine and the secretions of 
anogenital glands. Those fluids contain 
behavior-altering compounds, known 
as pheromones. Emotional tears have 
a different chemical composition from 
tears shed when the eye is irritated. But 
the identity of the ardor-quenching sub- 
stance they contain isn't known. 

Earlier research in rodents showed 


that liquids secreted from around the 
eye have a variety of social effects. In 
mole rats, the secretions reduce aggres- 
siveness in head-to-head underground 
confrontations, but in mice they do the 
opposite. 

“What we have found is that human 
emotional crying may not be so unique 
after all,” Sobel said. “It is a reflection 
of something common to many, if not 
all, mammals, which is chemosignal- 
ing through lacrimal secretions.”

va (which reflects the amount circulat- 
ing in the bloodstream) fell 13 percent 
after sniffing tears but stayed the same 
after sniffing saline. Physiological state 
— as measured by skin temperature, 
heart rate and respiration — also fell 
after exposure to tears. Functional MRI 
imaging of the brain also showed less 
activity in areas associated with sexu- 
al arousal after smelling tears. 

Taken together, the results “jointly 
suggest that women’s emotional tears 
contain a chemosignal that reduces sex- 
ual arousal in men,” the researchers con- 
cluded. “We have ... identified an emo- 
tionally relevant function for tears.” 

In an interview, Sobel hastened to 
add that he doesn’t think chemical sig- 
naling is unique to women’s tears. His 
research used them simply because 
they were easier to obtain. 

The research team posted an adver- 
tisement on the Weizmann Insti- 
tute campus seeking volunteers who 
could cry easily. About 60 women and 
one man responded. The research- 
ers now have two male criers and 
are slowly recruiting more in order 
to study the effects of their tears on 
women and on other men. david brown

Riders comply with our random bag checks. Here's what we found. 


Some people have been 
questioning whether Metro’s 
recent decision to institute 
random bag checks of pas- 
sengers actually improves 
anyone’s safety. At a packed 
meeting on Monday night of 
the Riders’ Advisory Council, 
dozens derided the program 
as wasteful “security theater’’ 
that only serves to heighten 
fears while doing nothing to 
deter potential threats. 

Maybe that’s because they don’t 
realize what weird, possibly dan- 
gerous items riders are concealing. 
So, Express decided to hit Metro 
Center and do its own search. No 
federal funding meant no bomb- 
sniffing dogs or hand-held explo- 
sives detection devices — we had 
to ask riders to kindly reveal what 
was in their satchels, purses and 
packs. Surprisingly, they did. 

After a not-at-all-exhaustive sur- 
vey, we can confidently state that 
the single greatest public menace 
is paper cuts. Daniela Ochoa and 
Gregorie Guibard — who claimed 
to be tourists — carried a stack of 
soon-to-be-mailed postcards with 
particularly lethal-looking edges. 
The entire system is teeming with 
hazardous books, magazines and 
pamphlets. Luckily, there are some 
true patriots such as Joyce Larson, 
who whipped out her Kindle.

Devices Detonate at Md. Dffices 



Incidents at MDOT, 
Annapolis buildings 
cause minor injuries 

Hanover, Md. 

Two packages containing incen- 
diary devices created a flash 
and caused smoke and an odor 
when they were opened Thurs- 
day in separate Maryland govern- 
ment buildings in Annapolis and 
Hanover, causing evacuations and 
minor injuries, Maryland author- 
ities said. 

The first package, about the 
size of a book, was opened around 
12:30 p.m. in the Jeffrey Building on 
Francis Street in downtown Annapo- 
lis, Maryland State Police spokesman 
Greg Shipley said. The package was 
addressed to Maryland Gov. Martin 
O’Malley, officials said. 

A short time later, a similar 
incident occurred at the Maryland 


Department of Transportation’s 
Headquarters in Hanover. 

Shipley said two workers had 
their fingers singed. Both build- 
ings were evacuated as state and 
local authorities responded. 


“We’re grateful that we’ve had no 
serious injuries at this time,” Ship- 
ley said. There was no damage to 
either building and investigators 
have found no explosive material, 
Shipley said. 


Shipley said Maryland State 
Police are investigating, as well 
as the FBI. 

William E. Barnard, the Mary- 
land fire marshal, said his office 
received a call about 12:45 p.m. that 
a person at the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation “opened 
a package that produced a puff 
of smoke.” 

Barnard said bomb technicians 
determined that the package, which 
was the size of a book, contained 
an incendiary-type device that pro- 
duced a sulfur smell. 

“It would be wrong to charac- 
terize it as a bomb,” he said. “There 
was no explosion.” 

Barnard said the device was 
similar in nature to the package 
sent to Annapolis. 

“At this point there are only 
two packages,” he said. Bar- 
nard said the package was deliv- 
ered by the U.S. Postal Service.

Arrest Made in Hospital Killing 


Bethesda, Md. 

Montgomery County police have 
arrested a 49-year-old Lanham 
man and charged him with first-de- 
gree murder in connection with the 
New Year’s Day slaying of his boss 
at Suburban Hospital in Bethesda, 
officials said. 

The suspect, Keith D. Little, was 
identified during a Thursday press 
conference. He stabbed the victim, 
Roosevelt Brockington Jr., at least 
70 times in a boiler room, accord- 
ing to court documents. 

Brockington, 40, was a main- 


tenance engineer at the hospital. 
According to court documents, 
around 9:45 a.m, Brockington 

§ called a friend on 
the telephone at 

friend overheard 
a male demanding 
money from him; 
the friend then 
Little heard Brocking- 

ton ask the male 

not to hurt him, following by sever- 
al screams. The friend called Brock- 
ington’s parents, and hospital secu- 
rity and police were contacted. 


The number of stabbings sug- 
gest that the killer’s motivation was 
anger or retaliation, according to 
court documents, rather than rob- 
bery. An investigation found that 
Brockington had recently offered 
a performance appraisal of Little 
that denied Little a raise, the doc- 
uments said. 

In 2006, Little was charged 
with second-degree murder while 
armed, in a 2003 shooting death in 
the District. Little entered a plea of 
not guilty. On June 26, 2006, a D.C. 
Superior Court jury found Littie not 

guilty. (THE WASHINGTON POST)

That may be a gross oversim- 
plification of what happens in 
“Country Strong,” the story of a 
Nashville diva (Paltrow) attempt- 
ing to relaunch her career after a 
very public stint in rehab. But it’s 
an accurate description of how it 
feels to watch this disjointed drama 
filled with one-dimensional char- 
acters and melodrama so Lifetime 
movie-esque that it careens into 
unintentional comedy. 

Paltrow, underserved by the 
material at almost every turn, pours 
every drop of twang and tears she 
has into the role of Kelly Canter, a 
country star of the couture-meets- 
cowboy-boots variety whose drink- 
ing problem has led to a disastrous 
stage fall, a terminated pregnancy, 
a rupture in her marriage to man- 
ager James (Tim McGraw) and that 


aforementioned decision to seek 
treatment for alcoholism. But now, 
at least in her husband’s eyes, she’s 
all better and ready to get back on 
the road for a trio of high-profile 
comeback dates. 

Of course, she ain’t goin’ 
nowhere without scruffy-hot sing- 
er-songwriter Beau Hutton (Garrett 
Hedlund), who she, um, befriended 
in rehab. Meanwhile, James won’t 
put Kelly onstage unless Chiles 
Stanton (“Gossip Girl’s” Leighton 
Meester), a perky beauty queen 
who dreams of being the next Car- 
rie Underwood, is an opening act.

The indie ‘Alamar’ is

It’s a cliche that the best movies 
take you on a journey, but that’s

“Blue Valentine” possesses just 
one awkwardly staged, over-the-top 
moment, when a character arrives 
unexpectedly at the other’s work- 
place with explosive results.

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BLACK SWAN (R, 103 minutes) In the 
role of Nina Sayers, Natalie Portman 
delivers a bravura performance as a 
dancer with a New York dance company. 
The troupe’s artistic director, Thomas 
Leroy (Vincent Cassel), taps her to star 
in a production of “Swan Lake." Her 
technical brilliance and tentative in- 
nocence make her perfect for the White 
Swan, but he’s less sure she can pull off 
the ruthlessness and sensuality of her 
evil twin, the Black Swan. Perhaps Lily 
(Mila Kunis), an uninhibited, wild-eyed 
newcomer to the company, would be 
better suited to the role. a.h. 

CASINO JACK (R, 108 minutes) George 
Hickenlooper’sfilm is neither asfactual 
as Alex Gibney’s nonfiction film on the 
samesubject, “Casino Jackand the Unit- 
ed States of Money," nor as pedal-to-the- 
metal nuts as the source material would 
suggest it could be. But there’s a bigger 
problem than the film’s inability to strike 
the right tone or audience fatigue result- 
ing from the sense that this is merely a 
rehash of a well-worn scandal. Kevin 
Spacey’s portrayal of Jack Abramoff 
gets at the man’s contradictions — his 
ostensibly devout Jewish faith next to 
an almost sociopathic blindness to his 
misdeeds — but it never even partly 
explains them. m.o. 

THE CHRONICLES OF NARNIA: THE 
VOYAGE OF THE DAWN TREADER (PG, 
112 minutes) The latest Narnia adventure 
focuses on the youngest two of the four 
Pevensies: Lucy (Georgie Henley) and 
Edmund (Skandar Keynes). While visiting 
their bratty cousin Eustace (Will Poulter), 
Lucy and Edmund, along with Eustace, are 
swept away when the waves in a framed 
painting of the ocean inundate their 
bedroom with a cascade of splashing 
seawater. The three find themselves on 
board the Dawn Treader, a ship under the 
command of Prince Caspian (Ben Barnes). 
So, where is the Dawn Treader heading? 
And why have Lucy and Edmund been 
called back? M.o. 

THE FIGHTER (R, 115 minutes) In the 
1970s, welterweight boxer Dicky Eklund, 
known as the “Pride of Lowell," made 
local history in that working-class Mas- 
sachusetts city by sending Sugar Ray 
Leonard to the mat. Later, lost in a vortex

championship. The title character of “The 
Fighter" might be Micky— played here in 
a straight-up, stalwart, hugely sympa- 
thetic performance by Mark Wahlberg. 
But it could just as easily pertain to the 
hardscrabble Dicky, especially as he’s 
channeled by Christian Bale. a.h. 
GULLIVER’S TRAVELS (PG, 85 minutes) 
Imagine a contemporary update of “Gul- 
liver’sTravels’’inwhichthetitularhero— 
an unambitious pop-culture addict played 
by Jack Black— finds himself in a Lilliput 
whose pinkie-size denizens are only too 
willing to place themselves at his beck 


and call. In this unnecessary and unfunny 
reimagining of the classic satire by Jona- 
than Swift, Lemuel Gulliver (Black) finds 
himself ontheaforementioned island of 
tiny people while researching a travel 
article on the Bermuda Triangle. After 
extinguishing a raging fire by urinating on 
it, he’squickly declared a hero. Then, “Gul- 
liver’sTravels” turns to the tried-and-true 
story line of loser-guy-gets-hot-girl. m.o. 
HOW DO YOU KNOW (PG 13, 116 minutes) 
With “HowDoYou Know," writer-director 
James L. Brooks presents viewers with 
yetanother edgy, self-conscious heroine, 
the kind of “difficult" woman he has made 

a career of gently lampooning and slyly
